Germany Faces Big Deficit,

Berlin—Germany's treasury faces a
deficit of approximately 70,000,000,000-
marks according to Dr. Karl Helfferich,
former vice chancellor, who sald that
In the face of expenditures amounting
to 100,000,000,000 marks, the receipts
would total 50,000,000,000 marks, He
rnid It ‘'was Imposible to vote certaln
credits demanded for the interallled
high commission in the Rhine territory,
and reproached the minlster of finance,
D, Wirth, for not having done any-
thing to remedy the situation,

Dr. Wirth, in answering, stated the-
cabinet had declded to Imtroduce a
bill providing for a ‘“sacrifice tax,'™
adding that the government would usk
a credit of 1,000,000,000 marks to buy
cereals abroad. He sald the financial
difficulties of the German people could
be solved “only if they can lve.”
